It would have been possible to have up to 10 teams retain some 
hope with two rounds to go; leapfrogging three, even four posi- 
tions on the ladder is a common occurence.

Well, the international tournament is on the verge of collapse 
or at least a scaling down. - 

As for the Cup final, that’s still on — but not many would even 
remember who the finalists are, the quarter-finals having been 
pisyed months ago. é 

ow, if the November tournament is called off and the Cup 
final i“ a flop, we will have the most miserable season-ending on 
record. 

The 1984 season will then start on a sour note, without much 
catbushasm — and so our downhill ride will continue into the sun- 
Set. 
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I wonder when will our Leading Lights in the Adminis- 
tration realise that in our peculiar set-up and geogra- 
phical isolation, a Top Four series provides just about the 
only incentive for teams. 

Without that, why should teams really bother? What’s the 
reward for finishing fourth — or even first? Zilch. 

Sydney City won three titles in a row and almost went into vol- 
untary liquidation. 

Sport without incentives loses its meaning. Whether it’s gold 
medals, money, fame or travel, there must be a motivating force 
in sport, otherwise it becomes mere recreation. 
fet anybody please tell me what the incentive in this year’s 
is? 

Why should a Leichhardt, Brisbane City or Footscray redouble 
their efforts in order to finish fourth — if the practical value of a 
10th place is exactly the same?

In Europe it’s vastly different. Teams strive to finish 
as high as possible to qualify for the three Euro Cups — 
Champions, Cupwinners or UEFA. 

In top soccer nations, such as Italy; England, Germany or 
Spain, even a fifth, sometimes sixth place can qualify a team for 
the UEFA Cup — and a possible financial bonanza 

Here, in the NSL, the championship tag carries a whiff of glam- 
or, perhaps — but second and 13th rank equal in value. Some in- 
centive.

If the ASF-NSL bigwigs don’t want to restore a Top 
Four on a regular basis, they should examine the possi- 
bility of launching a post-competition international series 
for the top clubs of the region — Australia, New Zealand, 
Indonesia, Japan, Korea, Hong Kong and anybody else 
who cares to join. 

Europe, South America and Africa all have their own inter- 
national club series, one way or another; there is no reason why 
Asia — at least South-East Asia — and Australasia couldn't or- 
anise one, too. 

And wouldn't it be something if, for once, Australia took the 
initiative in bringing this about? 

x*** 

While harping on the subject of incentives, let me 
detour briefly and indict the ASF for having failed, to this 
date, to work out a proper promotion and relegation 
system to the NSL. 

And all this after seven years... 

Originally it was announced that there would be no relegation 
for three years so that clubs can consolidate themselves. 


But surely, in the subsequent four years, all those people who 
so much love to jet to innumerable interstate executive and coun- 
cil meetings, could have come up with some reasonable plan. 

One must, albeit reluctantly, sympathise with the disenchanted 
State Federations whose cussed opposition to the NSL is partly 
based on the lack of a promotion system. 


Let's not be too surprised that many States don’t want to sup- 
port the expansion of an NSL, an enterprise which for seven years 
has been a closed shop. 

And unless the ASF at long last works out some sort of modus 
operandi, they can count on the States viewing all NSL activities 
as an elitist coup. 
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leaving?

years secretary of the ASF. 
He's still in business in Sydney 
— another ghost from the past. 


Until recently Frank Lowy 
was chairman of the NSL; now 
he can't be seen at games, only 
in his offices at the vast West- 
field Corporation. 


Much the same can be said 
about former coaches who, at 
one time or another, played a 
prominent role in our soccer.

eral others are completely out 
of the senior game and only oc- 
casionally bob up at matches.

Clearly, today’s soccer 
holds no more magic for most 
of them, otherwise they would 
have hung onto the umbilical

So next time we wonder why 
the spectators melt away from 
the game, we should perhaps 
try to find out why so many 
true lovers of soccer also 
chuck it in and turn to other 
pastimes. 


The loss of so many fine ex- 
players is perhaps the greatest 
blow. We must have literally 
hundreds of former First Divi- 
sion players in Sydney be- 
tween the ages of 30 and 45 
whose skill and experience 

‘ won't be passed on to future 
generations. 


Do imagine what could be 
done if our administrators 
took their task more Seriously, 
if the available funds were 
used with greater foresight. 


We could divide our cities 
into geographical zones and 
assign districts and schools

We could have our juniors 
taught how to caress and kick 
the ball by a Leo Baumgartner 
or Eduardo Massey and not by 
keen but totally inept fathers, 
uncles — and often mothers.

And the State League’s present six-man representation on the 
board of management is likely to be shared with the NSL clubs. 

The NSW Federation executive voted during the week to oppose 
the NSL’s plans for enlargement, but in a separate meeting, the 
NSW State League voted 7-6 to support the plans. 

A meeting of NSW clubs will make a final decision tonight 
(Wednesday) 

But already, Croatia, Melita Eagles and Blacktown City have 
said that they would join the enlarged NSL regardless of whether 
or not it is given State blessing. 

Under the regionalisation proposals, the NSL will be increased 
in size from 16 to 24 clubs. This involves adding four clubs from 
the NSW State League and four clubs from the Victorian State 
League. 

In Victoria, the eight NSL clubs would form their own youth 
league instead of running secondary teams in VSF leagues. 

This means there would be four vacancies in the State League 
and four in the Metropolitan League, giving eight clubs the 
chance to be promoted. 

Competition for places in the new-look NSL is hotting up, with 
Sutherland making a strong bid to join Croatia, Melita Eagles and 
Blacktown in the northern region, and Fawkner launching a de- 
termined drive to be included in the southern region. 

Much has been said about the other candidates, including Ju- 
ventus, Croatia, Ajax and George Cross, but Fawkner believes its 
credentials are at least equally as good, and its crowd support 
among the highest in the present State League. 

_ Fawkner president Greg Schipano points to the club’s impres- 
sive social club and floodlit home ground, its strong financial 
sponsorship and a team studded with former NSL stars and tal- 
ented youngsters. 

Meanwhile, a number of changes are likely to the rules of the 
i984 NSL 

As regicnalisation will cut travel costs, it is likely that the two- 
substitute rule wilt be reinstated. 

There also is talk about scrapping three points for a win and 
going back to the two-point system. 


No wages for 
the Wolves 


Wollongong is in serious danger of disintegration fol- 
lowing a club decision to suspend payments to its players 
until the end of the season — provided funds are avail- 
able. 

The Wolves board told a players’ meeting last week the club 
was not in a position to pay its players because of a cash shortage. 

Chairman Laurie Kelly told the players the club had to pay its 
National League dues and other creditors and could not meet the 
players’ payments, 

This move did not receive a warm reception from the 13 con- 
tracted players 

One player said the measure would not help the team’s morale 
while another went further by saying several players were con- 
sidering leaving the club at the end of the season. 

“The club cannot expect the players to play for nothing,’’ he 
said 

“We're professionals and it is obvious we must seek better con- 








" ditions of employment.” 


The Wollongong board will meet on Monday to discuss the 
latest developments in a season which is proving to be a disaster 
— ‘both on and of the field. 

The team is bottom of the league and has yet to win a match at 
home 

In a fenal bid to ease the financial situation, the club has raised 
its admission fee from $4 to $5.

One of Heidelberg presi- 
dent Sam Goulopoulos’ pet 
hates is owning up to mistak- 
es. 

But he already willingly has 
conceded to Zika Karic, his 
counterpart from JUST, that 
the biggest error he made this 
year was to let Jamie Paton 
leave the club.

One of the best 
known and most 
experienced soccer 
administrators, 
Harry Lakmaker 
(pictured) died in 
Sydney last Satur- 
day at the age of 61, 
| after a heart attack. 


He was treasurer of 
the National League and 
a member of several 
ASF subcommittees. 

Born in Holland, Lak- 
maker came to Sydney in 
the late 1940s and played 
for a Dutch-based team, 
Hollandia. 

Later, after the name 
of the club was forcibly 
changed to Sydney Aust- 
ral, Lakmaker became 
the club’s secretary. 

He took an active part 
in the reform movement 
of 1956 which led to the 
formation of the NSW 
Federation and was its 
treasurer for many 
years: 

When Sydney Austral 
was disbanded, he joined 
the Hakoah Club where 
he. served as a co-opted 
director and also one of 
the managers of the 
. soccer team.

Goal- 
keeper Tim Augar, winger Geoff 
Gould and full back Alan Ruther- 
ford, who went on to represent the 
State, were imported from Eng- 
land. Brocic returned to lead the 
club to its second successive 
Ampol Cup victory but he quit soon 
afterwards, leaving the job to 
former Polonia and Victoria 
champion Vic Janczyk. But 1970

was the year of Juventus and 
South Melbourne had to be content 
with fifth place. 

South Melbourne's bid for the 
title in 1971 was hampered by the 
loss of Kokkinos who returned to 
Greece yet again midway through 
the season. Kokkinos started 1971 
in great style scoring three goals 
in the Ampol Cup and two in the 
State team’s match against Toyo 
Kogyo of Japan. Perhaps Kokkinos 
would have made that one-point 
difference necessary for South 
Melbourne to win the title. Making 
a welcome return to the team 
after having spent most of the 
season on the sidelines was Ernie 
Ackerley who scored four valuable 
goals in the last four 
games ...two of them against 
Footscray in South Melbourne’s 
3-2 victory against the 197) 
champion. Big Tom Clarke, one of 
the most robust strikers in Austra- 
lia, also found form towards the 
end of the season joining Slobodan 
Zoraja of J.U.S.T. as the only two 
players to score four in one match 
that year. Jim Armstrong was 
South's top scorer with 13. Jim 
Pyrgolios won the Bill Fleming 
Medal as Victorian Player of the 
Year, 

New coach Bill Curran, who had 
done most of his coaching with ju- 
niors, introduced two excellent 
young full backs to the team in 
1972, namely Giovanni Bat- 
ticciotto, 16 and Bill Hasapis, 17. 
Peter Bourne was imported from 
English club, Burnley, to link up 
with Ian Marshall in midfield. 
Bourne and Marshall became key 
players in the Victorian State 
team. In his debut for South Mel- 
bourne against Juventus in the 
first round of the 1972 Ampol Cup, 
Bourne scored one of his team’s 
three goals and was best man on 
the field. However, South Mel-

bourne had an unsettled team 
during the Ampol Cup and finished 
second last in its group. George 
Cross, with John Gardiner in 
superb form, led the league for 
most of the 1972 season. However, 
Jim Armstrong was scoring goals 
galore, Bourne and Marshall were 
brilliant in midfield, Bedford and 
Walker were impassable in 
defence. South Melbourne Stayed 
with George Cross all the way and 
finally in the 21st round took over 
in first place, It managed only a 
scoreless draw with Juventus in 
the last round while George Cross 
beat Austria 2-1. This left the top 
two clubs tied on 35 points each but 
South Melbourne took the title on 
goal difference. Armstrong, with 
17 goals, was top scorer in the 
league and Bourne finished run- 
ner-up to John Gardiner in the 
Rothmans Medal voting. 


In 1973, one of Victoria’s fore-

Andy 
Bozikas, who later was to move to 
Heidelberg United, started his 
senior career that year. After 2} 
rounds, George Cross and South 
Melbourne were tied on 29 points 
with George Cross ahead on goal 
average. Both clubs won their last- 
round matches as well but 
J.U.S.T. had two games in hand. It 
won both — 1-0 apainst Juventus 
and 2-1 against Melbourne to win 
the title by one point. 

But Hellas broke its run or pad 
luck to clinch the title in 1974. 
Young Arthur Xanthopoulos had 
by now established himself, and 
new men in the team were Andy 
Savage from Scotland, Nick Nech- 
voglod from Adelaide, Kokkinos, 
who was back for yet another stint 
and occasionally Ron Smith who 
was later to become Victorian 
Director of Coaching and assistant 
national coach. With Armstrong 
Scoring regularly and Bourne do- 
minating the midfield, South Mel- 
bourne led the field for most of the 
season to win the championship 
with 33 points, four more than run- 
ner-up George Cross with J.U.S.T. 
third and Heidelberg United 
fourth. 

Armstrong, with 22 goals, was 
top scorer in the league. The great 
Jimmy Mackay joined South Mel- 
bourne from Hakoah Sydney in 
1975, and Chris Kalafatidis stepped 
up from the reserves to take a 
place in defence. South Melbourne 
reached the Ampol Cup final only 
to be beaten 1-0 by J.U.S.T., and 
Armstrong, with five goals, was 
equal top-scorer of the Series. 
After the Cup, rightback Mike Pye 
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Back row: Arthur Xanthopoulos, Alan Davidso 
gan, John Yzendoorn, Steve Wooddin, Carl Hs 
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transferred to South from Wil- 
helmena. Paul Murphy, who had 
been runner-up to Armstrong in 
the 1974 goalscorers’ stakes, was 
recruited from George Cross after 
South Melbourne's poor start to 
the 1975 league season. Howard 
Andrews from South Africa was 
another newcomer. Murphy failed 
to reproduce the goalscoring form 
he had shown at George Cross but 
South Melbourne managed to im- 
prove nevertheless. But the im- 
provement was insufficient and 
Hellas had to be content with 
second place behind Heidelberg 
United (then called Alexander) 
and coached by former South boss 
Manny Poulakakis. 

However, there was consolation 
in the Dockerty Cup which South 
Melbourne won for the second 
year running. In 1974 it had beaten 
Withelmina 4-1 in the final with 
goals by Marshall, Armstrong, 
Nechvogiod and Bourne. In 1975 it 
won the Cup by beating tenacious 
Sunshine City 2-1 with a goal by 
Mackay and a penalty by Arm- 
strong. 

Peter Ollerton ($9000 from 
APIA) and Duncan Cummings 
($10,000 from Melbourne) were 
South Melbourne’s star recruits 
early in 1976. Appropriately, the 
strengthened team started the 
season by winning the Ampol Cup 
beating J.U.S.T. 4-1 in the final 
Ollerton notched a hat-trick in that 
match and with a total of seven 
goals was top scorer of the com- 
petition. Margaritis Hagegma- 
nouil established himself as left 
back during the season and South 
Melbourne went on to win the 
championship by a massive nine 
points from runner-up J.U.S.T. 
Mooroolbark was third and George 
Cross fourth. South Melbourne 
also claimed an unofficial Austral- 
lan championship after having 
beaten NSW champion St George 
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in a home and away tie drawing 1-1 
in Sydney and winning 2-] in Mel- . 
bourne with goals by Kalafatidis 


and Hagegmanouil . . . a victory 
inspired by the brilliance of 
Jimmy Mackay in midfield. 

The 1977 season saw the start of 
the nation-wide Philips Soccer 
League. South Melbourne, Foot- 
scray, Heidelberg United and 
Mooroolbark United were among 
the 14 teams that made up the in- 
augural competition. South Mel- 
bourne transfer-listed champions 
Steve Walker and Jim Armstrong 
claiming they were ‘‘too old’’, and 
it lost Peter Bourne and Jimmy 
Mackay.

Munro was transfer listed by 
Hellas in March, after a turbulent 
six months in which he Issued a 
writ against the club and was sus- 
pended for criticising Hellas in a 
“Soccer Action” interview. Munro 
joned Juventus in State League, as 
did Hellas team mate Mendo Ris- 
tovski, 

Hellas left the memory of its 
nightmarish 1979 season well 
behind by finishing 3rd in the 1980 
PSL, reaching the semi-finals of 
the top four series. 

John Stevenson from Sydney 
City Hakoah and Jim Shirra from 
Scotland were Hellas’ prize re- 
cruits for the 1981 season, along 
with New Zealand international 
striker Steve Wooddin. And young 
Socrates Nicolaides, a junior prod- 
uct, was on the verge of establish- 
ing himself in the first team. 
Hellas finished 2nd in the league, 
its highest finish to date in the 
national competition. 

Charlie Egan, that will o’ the 
wisp goalscorer, joined Hellas 
early in 1982, scoring a hat-trick in 
his first game for the club, against 
Croydon in the Ampol Cup. Hellas 
won that match 6-0 

Grant Turner, a hard-hitting, 
hard-talking midfielder from New 
Zealand, also joined but returned 
to NZ part way through the season

Optimism ran high after Hellas 
defeated arch rival Heidelberg 2-} 
in the Ampol Cup final. Egan 
nabbed the winner in extra time. 
Everyone at the club was talking 
about winning the National League 
but player unrest and the eventual 
exit of Margaritis, after Tommy 
Docherty’s appearance, ended any 
chance of winning the 
championship. Hellas finished 6th 
in the league and made an early 
exit from the Philips Cup, going 
down 5-4 on penalties to Heidel- 
berg, the eventual cup runner-up. 

Docherty rejoined Sydney 
Olympic, the team he had coached 
in 1981, at the end of last season 
and Rale Rasic was appointed 
coach for this season. Sam Papa- 
Savas stepped down as president to 
concentrate on his role as NSL 
chairman. He was replaced as 
president by Leo Anezakis, the 
former team manager, 

Earlier this season, under 
Rasic, there again was a feeling of 
euphoria around the club. Doug 
Brown was signed from Preston 
Makedonia, in a swap and cash 
deal involving George Campbell, 
Ken Murphy was signed from Mel- 
bourne Croatia, Oscar Crino from 
Tung Sing in Hong Kong, Bobby 
Russell from Adelaide City and 
John Yzendoorn from Heidelberg. 


Hellas was knocked out of the 
Ampol Cup by Green Gully Ajax, 
losing 2-0. 

Docherty had bought Carl Half- 
ord from Frankston City in 1982, 
and the bustling little midfielder 
has proved a scoop signing so far 
this season. 


Rasic was sacked by Hellas 
after a horror stretch of seven suc- 
cessive losses. Len McKendry, 
the former Victorian Director of 
Coaching and state team coach, 
took over with the team In 12th 
spot on the league !adder.

In 
his long term as team man- 
ager, which only ended last 
year when he became presi- 
dent, he worked alongside 
six coaches — Manny Pou- 
lakakis, Kotis Xanthopoulos, 
Dave Maclaren, Duncan 
Mackay, John Margaritis 
and Tommy Docherty. 

“Poulakakis is a nice man 
and he knew a lot about the 
game. He was a good coach 
but a bit too soft on the play- 
ers. And some of his ideas 
were a bit old-fashioned,” 
said Anezakis. 


“The committee asked 
Manny to resign a few 
games before the end of the 
1978 season and Kotis Xan- 
thopoulos took over as care- 
taker coach. Then we ap- 
proached Dave Maclaren 
from Sydney City Hakoah 
and he accepted the job. 


“Dave still is a very good 
friend of mine. He’s a top 
personality and he had two 
very good years at Hellas. 
It’s unfortunate for him that 
the team lost a few games in 
a row during his second sea- 
son. He also had trouble with 
Peter Ollerton and Jack 
Reilly and he had to get rid 
of them. Ollerton was a diffi- 
cult player to control. Reilly 
was critical of Maclaren and 
I didn’t like that so I told 
Maclarent to get rid of him, 


“Duncan Mackay took 
over for about 10 games. He 
wanted to run the team his 
way and he was pretty strict. 
His last game was against 
Canberra at Canberra. On 
the flight back to Melbourne 
he told me that he was very 
disappointed with the team. 
He said he wouldn’t come 
back to Hellas unless we 
gave him a two year con- 
tract but we didn't even have 
time to negotiate because he 
didn't turn up at the next 
training session. I think he 
had lost his heart for the job 


“John Margaritis took 
over for the last few games 
of the 1979 season. I respect 
John a lot. He knows that. 
He's a very good coach who

He remembers the glory days of the 
great Con Nestoridis, the fabulous 
Greek striker who packed the terraces 
when he played for Hellas in the 1960's. 

“Then we had huge crowds, The 
Greeks and the Kalians still are here but 
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plans hara for every game. I 
felt sorry seeing him wor- 
rying so much about what he 
was going to do for every 
game. He certainly put his 
heart into the job. John was 
very disappointed when the 
media started talking about 
Tommy Docherty taking 
over from him. He was too 
proud a man to work as an 
assistant to anyone, let alone 
someone with the reputation 
of Docherty. If Hellas 
wanted to get rid of John 
Margaritis then he should 
have been told to his fae, 
Someone on the committee 
simply didn’t have the guts 
to tell John and used the 
papers to prepare him for 
the chop. Don't get me 
wrong. John had to go. He'd 
been there for a few years 
and he had lost control with 
some of the players. Jim 
Shirra, John Stevenson, 
Bertie Lutton and Grant 
Turner were giving John a 
hard time which didn’t help 
his situation. 


“At Hellas, if you can’t 
discipline the players then 
you’re putting your head on 
the chopping block. Players 
don’t sabotage the coach. He 
finishes himself off, if he 
can’t control the players. 


“IT had a few arguments 
with Docherty but so what. J 
had a great time as team 
manager while he was there, 
I really enjoyed his company 
and I still do. Every time we 
play Olympic up in Sydney 
he always makes me feel 
very welcome. He's a great 
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South Melbourne Hellas’ biggest 
annual turnover since bscoming a 
founder member of the NSL in 1977, 
was $425,000 in 1981, the year the 
team finished second in the league.

Three sending offs in 
the last five minutes pro- 
duced a dramatic climax to 
an entertaming clash at 
Croydon Park which was 
settled by a Dave Brogan 
goal in the 75th minute.

The decision of the Eng- 
lish Football Association to 
cease competing in the 
Home international 
Championship after 1984 
will almost certainly termi- 
nate the game's oldest 
international tournament. 


The English federation’s 
secretary Ted Croker said: 
“This step has been taken 
because England cannot 
fit in fixtures against alf 
the other home countries 
and also play top teams 
such as West Germany, 
Italy and the South Ameri- 
cans.** 


Started in 1883, the 
series has long outlived its 
usefulness at least to Eng- 
Jand and Scotland, whose 
supporters sre no longer 
excited by the prospect of 
seeing familiar frishmen 
and Welshmen wearing 
their countries’ colors. 


This year’s England v. 
Wales and Scotland v. 
Northern Ireland fixtures 
drew attendances of 24,- 
000 and 16,000 respec- 
tively. 


As well as the meagre 
crowds, the Home inter- 
national Series has been 
noted for poor, uninspired 
soccer by jaded, dis- 
interested players in 
recent years. 


The Welsh and Irish fed- 
erations have exprassed 
their objection to Eng- 
fand’s withdrawal, but 
Scotisnd is also expected 
to pull out. 


The world’s oldest and 
most intense international 
rivalry will continue how- 
ever, as the annual Eng- 
land v. Scotland fixture 
has been retained as an in- 
tegral part of the soccer 
calendar.

Kanna said he would be reporting Gutendorf to FIFA. 


Fiji’s coach found an unlikely ally in his New Zealand 
counterpart Allan Jones, who described Kanna as “incompe- 
tent, unfit, incapable of refereeing adequately at senior level, 
let alone an international. He completely lost his head.”’ 


Jones added however that he considered Gutendorf’s atti- 
tude to be “‘diabolical’’. 


New Zealand won the “‘game”’ 1-0, with a Kenny Cresswell 
goal in the 25th minute. 


Gutendorf described Fiji's 2-0 victory in the first game as 
pone of the highlights of my 20 years in international foot- 
all,”’ 


Showing uncharacteristic discipline and determination, 
particularly in defence, Fiji thwarted the Kiwis, who totally 
dominated the first 40 minutes on a waterlogged and wind- 
swept National Stadium in Suva, but could not breach the 
locals’ resolute rearguard 


Goals by Tony Kabokoro, who ironically failed to make the 
grade with New Zealand club Christchurch United last year, 
in the 44th and 72nd minutes, sank an All-Whites combination 
which displayed its frustrations with a series of violent fouls. 


Unfortunately, unsavoury incidents were not confined to 
the actual match. Shortly after the final whistle sounded, ex- 
South Melbourne Hellas midfielder Grant Turner is alleged to 
have punched Fijian manager Jahir Khan as he walked onto 
the pitch to congratulate his players.
